to unfair business methods, false rep­ 
resentations and unlawful means to 
secure its monopolistic control. 
It is 
understood that the federal govern­ 
ment will ask the court not only to 
dissolve the trust into its component 
part« , but to restrain the company 
ami its selling agency from engaging 
in interstate commerce. 
The govern­ 
ment will charge that the trust con 
trols between 85 and 90 per cent of 
all the harvester machine business of 
the country , 75 per cent of the mower 
business, 50 per cent of the binding 
twine business and 2.0 per cent of the 
sales of all line« of farming imple­ 
ments. 
It is understood further that the 
government will contend that when 
public opinion became aroused against 
the trust it turned this very agitation 
to its own profit.

FOR TITANIC'S DEAD 


Cable Ship Minia Keeps lip 


Her Grewseme Task. 


N e w York, April 29.—From the cable 
ship 
Mackay -Bennett 
seventeen 
ad­ 
ditional names of identified dead who 
lost their lives when the Titanic went 
down have been received at the White 
Star offic« s. 
The messages say that 
the seventeen “completes the list Qt 
identified bodies.” 
As the Mackay -Bennett already has 
reported that she would make Halifax 
with 189 of the 219 bodies picked up 
by this boat, the assumption has been 
that her skipper was compelled to 
bury thirty at sea. 
Up to the time of 
receiving here the list of seventeen 
additional bodies identified, all hut 18 
of the 1.89 bodies which are ex pected 
to reach Halifax today had been iden­ 
tified. thus leaving one body unac­ 
counted for. 
From the Western Union boat Minia 
which is cruising the sea for bodies 
while the Mackay -Bennett is returning 
to Halifax , also came a message to the 
local White Star offices. 
This mes­ 
sage confirmed the finding of the body 
of C. M. Hay s, president of the Grand 
Trunk, and of eight other bodies, most 
of which have been identified or partly 
identified. 
The Minia reported bad 
weather, which retarded the work of 
searching for other bodies. 
The skip­ 
per of the Minia evidently is of the 
opinion that the Mackay -Bennett has 
recovered about all the bodies to be 
found. 
The bodies of only a little 
more than 19 per cent of those who 
perished have been 
recovered, and 
Captain De Carteret say s that lie does 
not 
think that many more will be 
found. 
Officers 
of the steam er 
Princess j 
Irene, which passed the neighborhood | 
of the Titanic disaster returning from ' 
Europe, reported that an intercepted 
wireless message sent by a ship they 
could not identify reported a dozen 
dead bodies afloat on an iceberg. The 
dead were huddled together in groups 
at the base of the berg. 
The message ; 
led to the belief that some of the Ti- , 
tanic victims may have crawled upon ! 
the berg shortly after the disaster 
and perished from ex posure. 


Bribed H is W a y Into Lifeboat. 
Vienna, April 29.—Thomas Cardeza, 
a Titanic survivor, has written a letter ! 
to his wife here in which he say s that \ 
he bribed seamen on the Titanic to 
give him sailors’ rigs and that he and 
and his secretary dressed in these 
clothes and thus gained admission to 
the lifeboats as sailors.

Paris, April 29.—Caught in an auto­ 
mobile garage by the police Sunday , 
Bonnot, the notorious bandit and s up­ 
posed leader of the gang that has been 
going around in automobiles killing 
and robbing in various places, and Du­ 
bois, on** of his accomplices, 
both 
were killed after a five hours' brisk 
siege. 
Bonnot was known as “The 
Demon Chauffeur” and Dubois was an 
anarchist. 
The band of which they 
were members has terrorized 
Faria 
and its environments for months. 
During the battle, in which dy na­ 
mite was employ ed, two policemen 
were wounded. 
The affair in some re­ 
spects resembled “The Battle of Sid 
ney Street” in London on June 3, 1911, 
when police, soldiers and the fire brig­ 
ade surrounded two notorious Russian 
bandits, who were finally burned to 
death in a house where they had ta k e n 
refuge. 
The firing was participated in by 
the local may or and councillors, the 
majority of the inhabitants of Cholsy - 
Le-Roi, republican guards, more police 
and gendarmes who had been sum ­ 
moned from Baris by telephone, and 
was watched by hundreds of sight­ 
seers who had arrived in automobiles. 
The cam era men and cinematograph 
ers were soon on the job and worked 
steadily without fear, declining to take 
cover as advised by the police. 
The 
firing kept on for some time, and after 
a general attack from all sides the 
trumpets sounded “cease firing” and 
new tactics were tried. 
A cart was 
armored with mattresses and hacked 
i 
toward the garage. 
Then a lieutenant 
of the guard crawled under the cart 
and 
placed 
a 
dy namite 
cartridge« 
against the wall of the house. 
Then 
he retired to safety . 
The cartridge 
ex ploded and made a large breach in 
the house, which caught fire.

an advance of M. Lepine, the prefect

of police, who had arrived ear ly on the I 
scene, and M. Oulchard, the chief of 
detectives,

by 
sonm 
twenty detectives, holding up mat- ( 
tresses before them as shields. 
The police entered the garage and 
found that Dubois had been dead for 
some time. 
Chief Guichard then star t­ 
ed to look for Bonnot, the other des 
perado. 
He mounted the stairs can-j 
tiotisly and was about to step into the 
garrel when a shot came from the b e d.1 
It went wild and Guichard sent a bul­ 
let into the head of a man protruding 
from, under the mattress. 
The man 
proved to Ire the notorious “Demon 
Chauffeur” Bonnot. 
The police de­ 
clare that the auto bandits in the past 
three y ears had killed at least twenty - 
five people. 
Nineteen men are now 
under arrest on charges of being im­ 
plicated in the work of the bandit 
gang.

his thro at and a purple g irdle, which 
indicated that he was a mo nsig no r of 
the church. 
The hearer o f these no ble nam es and 
ecclesiastical titles had no rig ht to 
any o f them. 
He never was a priest. 
He had no rig ht to wear even a cas­ 
sock, much less the purple o f a pre­ 
late.

said mass, and from whom he received 
a present. 
When caug ht in Ro me he was about 
to g o to St. Peter's to say mass, the 
autho rizatio n so to do being sig ned by 
Cardinal Respig hi, which sig nature is 
declared to be a forg ery. 
There was no thing new about his 
swindles; they were the old, well-worn 
devices, with which every o ne oug ht 
to be familiar, but which work just 
as effectively to day as they worked in 
the time of Gil Bias. 
He is to he sent 
successively 
to 
each o f the cities where he is “ want­ 
e d ;” in e'ach o f them he will be tried 
and, if co nvicted, will be sentenced. So 
he has the pro spect of four or five 
prison terms, o ne after another, in 
different parts of Italy.
